Are Talking 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt (AP)— 


Yugoslav President Tito held 
the first of a round of talks with 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
today. Egyptian sources said 
they dealt mainly with means of 
strengthening ties between non- 
aligned nations in the face of "a 
deliberate policy of reactionary 
pressure against p r ogressive 
states." 


Tito is visiting the U.A.R. 


president until Saturday. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice 


President Hubert H. Humphrey 
said today that only when Com- 
munist China does an about face 
on aggressive polities should 
she be considered for United 
Nations membership. 


Humphrey, who has staunchly 


supported President Johnson's 
Asian policies, expressed this 
view after Sens, Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., and George 
McGovern, D-S.D., proposed in 
the Senate Tuesday the creation 
of a high-level commission to 
reassess U.S. relations with Chi- 
na. 


Kennedy suggested it might 


be possible to work out an ar- 
rangement by which mainland 
China and Taiwan could have 
seats in the world organization. 
McGovern called for an end to 
U.S. opposition to China's ad- 
mission, w i t h the international 
body to determine Formosa's 
status. 


Without direct reference to 


these proposals, Humphrey was 
asked in an interview what he 
believes U.S. policy should be 
with regard to admission 
of 


Communist China, 


He replied: 
"When Communist China is 


willing to consider membership 
in the U.N. on the basis of abid- 
ing by the charter, being, a 
peace- loving nation, a nation 
that will respect the principles 
of the charter, and also when 
she ceases to insist that Formo- 
sa be handed over to her lock, 
stock and barrel, then she would 
surely be a likely candidate for 
the U.N." 


Humphrey went on to say,

membership

n Saturday we fill up this 
column with the opinions of 


other editors, and sometimes in 
the middle of the week, too — 
for a country editor has lots of 
things to do, and the writing of 
mere opinion is almost last on 
the list of newspaper necessities.

WASHINGTON (AP) -For 


t h e fourth time in five years 
Congress begins considering a 
major civil rights bill today and 
there are signs this one faces 
the toughest opposition. 


The action starts in the 


House, with Atty. Gen. Nicholas 
Katzenbach appearing before a 
House Judiciary subcommittee 
but the big trouble is In the Sen- 
ate. 


There, the outspoken opposi- 


tion of Republican leader Ever- 
ett M. Dirksen to a provision 
that would ban religious or ra- 
cial discrimination in the sale, 
rental or financing of housing 
apparently has broken up the 
bipartisan coalition that wrote 
the earlier civil rights bills into 
law. 


Republican leaders in the 


House are playing it much more 
cautiously, 
however. 
Dirksen 


based his opposition on his be- 
lief that the housing provision is 
unconstitutional.

Rep. William H. McCulloch,

He is the first Negro nominee 


for an Alabama House seat 
since Reconstruction. He had a 
206-vote majority over two white 
opponents in the predominantly 
Negro district.

each, led for House seats and 
go into a runoff May 31. The to- 
tal of their white opponents' 
votes exceeded their own, mak- 
ing the prospect of runoff vic- 
tories uncertain.
